The following composition is said to have 
been found efficacious in the destruction of 
snails, caterpillars, &c.:—Put into an iron 
pot a pound of quick lime and a pound of 
sulphur; stir them about quickly, and whilst 
doing so, put in six pounds of water, which 
is to boil. Snails, it is asserted, will imme- 
diately leave any place watered with this 
composition, and if trees are watered with it, 
any caterpillars upon them will die instantly. 


Slip off the sprouts from the cabbage stalks, 
let them lie a few hours to stop the bleeding 
then plant them. After cutting the cabbages, 
the sprout again affords a supply of slips for 
plants, and thus a regular succession of cab- 
bages is secured throughout the whole year, 
preserving the quality of the parent stock un- 
changed, and doing away with the necessity 
of raising plants from seeds.—Gardener’s 
Magazine.
